NB:  The  Holocene  calendar  adds  exactly  10,000  years  to  the  Gregorian 
calendar,  putting  year  zero  at  the  beginning  of  the  Holocene  Era,  the 
early  years  of  the  current  no n- ice  age,  and  the  dawn  of  the  Neolithic 
Age  (when  humanity  really  started  poppin  off).

Janus  also  shares  a  root  with  the  Indo-European  word  "Yana", 
which  means  "going",  though  it  is  commonly  used  in  Buddhist 
teachings  to  mean  "vehicle"  (in  regards  to  one's  method  of  spiritual 
practice,  or  to  the  practice  itself,  in  that  a  path  can  be  a  destination).

And  just  then, 
the  river  was  so  full  that  a  crow  could  drink  out  of  it  And  some 
people  were  looking  for  a  boat,  and  some  were  looking  for  a  raft, 
and  some  were  binding  together  a  raft  of  reeds  to  get  to  the  other 
side.  But  the  Lord,  as  swiftly  as  a  strong  man  might  stretch  out  his 
flexed  arm  or  flex  it  again,  vanished  from  this  side  of  the  Ganges 
and  reappeared  with  his  order  of  monks  on  the  other  shore. 

1.34  And  the  Lord  saw  those  people  who  were  looking  for  a  boat, 
looking  for  a  raft,  and  binding  together  a  raft  of  reeds  to  get  to  the 
other  side.  And  seeing  their  intentions,  he  uttered  this  verse  on  the 
spot: 

'When  they  want  to  cross  the  sea,  the  lake  or  pond, 

People  make  a  bridge  or  raft  -the  wise  have  crossed  already. '

genius,  genesis,  Ganesha  (Lord  of  Beginnings,  Lord  and  Remover  of 
Obstacles),  yonic,  and  janky  ("like  a  door  come  partially  off  a  hinge").
